Claims 1-5 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(3), because the prior art 
does not teach or fairly suggest any of the embodiments as specifically set forth in 
the claims. 



The invention claimed in claim 1 relates to a polyacetal composition having excellent 
wear resistance and an excellent abruption-preventing effect. 

Comparing claim 1 with Dl to D3, the subject matter of claim 1 differs from the 
teachings of Dl to D3 in that it uses a hydroxyl pentaerythr i tol fatty acid ester 
represented by Formula 4, which is a hydroxyl fatty acid derivative and which includes 
a symmetrical structure of hydroxide groups. Said hydroxyl pentaerythr i tol fatty acid 
ester of claim 1 is used to increase compatibility between polyethylene vinylacetate 
and a polyacetal resin, thus to inhibit the surface abruption of molded articles, and 
also functions to increase the resistance to friction and wear of the polyacetal resin 
composition against metals. 

Therefore, the subject matter of claim 1 is considered to be novel and to involve an 
inventive step; consequently, the subject matter of dependent claims 2-5 is also novel 
and inventive. 

Claims 1-5 meet the criteria of PCT Article 33(4), IA, because the invention is 
industrially applicable. 
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
